Mr. and Mrs. E.K. Morris of Spring Valley (4950 Hillbrook Lane N.W.) 
observed their 50th wedding anniversary with a dinner at The George 
Washington University Club for 50 long-time, close friends on Wednesday, 

May 1. 

Mr. and Mrs. Morris have lived in Spring Valley for 38 years. 

Mr. Morris is Chairman Emeritus of the Board of Trustees of The 
George Washington University. In 1925 he founded the Federal Storage Company 
and served as its president for 38 years, until it merged with the Security 
Storage Company of Washington in I 963 , at which time he was named chairman 
of the board of the consolidated corporation and served until retirement 
in 1966 . He became a trustee of The George Washington University in 1957 
and was elected chairman of the board in 1965 and chairman emeritus in 1972. 

Mr. Morris has served as chief executive officer of .a number of civic 
organizations. He was president of the Metropolitan Washington board of 
Trade (1959-1960); of the Kiwanls Club of Washington (1952-1953); of the 
Washington Executives Association (1940-1941); and of the Boys* Clubs of 
Greater Washington (1948-1950). 

In 1955 he served as General Chairman of the Community Chest Federation 
and in 1956, he founded the United Givers Fund of the National Capital Area, 
serving as its first president for two years, and in I 963 being elected 
chairman emeritus. 
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Chairman Morris is treasurer and a member of the executive committee 
•>f the Consortium of Universities of the Washington Metropolitan Area. 

A national director of the Boys' Clubs of America, he Is also an honorary 
trustee of the Washington National Cathedral. He served for 10 years as a 
member of the board of governors of St. Alban's School. 

In 1957 he received the Brotherhood Award of the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews. The previous year’s recipient was President Dwight D 
Eisenhower. He was named the Outstanding Boss of i 960 by the Junior Chamber 

of Commerce, and in 1970 received the Silver Keystone Award of the Boys' 
Clubs of America. 

Prom the George Washington University he received the honorary degree 
of Doctor of Public Service in 1973. 

Mrs. Morris is a senior member of the board of trustees of the Family 
l^and Child Services and has been vice president of the board. She has been 
associated with Family and Child Services since 1928. A former president 
Of the Rector's Aid of St. Alban's Church, she also served on the board of 
the Washington Animal Rescue League. Mrs. Morris is now an honorary vice 

president of that board and serves as a member of The George Washington 
University Hospital women's board.

DR. SAMUEL HALPERIN TO DIRECT INSTITUTE 
FOR EDUCATIONAL LEADERSHIP AT GWU 

\7ASHINGT0N, D.C. -- Dr. Samuel Kalperin will assume the 
post of director of the Institute for Educational Leadership 
of The George V/ashington University on August 1 of this year. 

The Institute seeks to strengthen present and potential 
leadership in American education at the policy levels of federal 
and state government. Established in 1971, the Institute is a 
policy planning and coordinating agency for a number of related 
educational programs, including VJashlngton Internships in 
Education, Educational Staff Seminar, and the Associates Program 
in the States. 

Dr. Halperln has been associated with George Washington 
since 1969 , as founder and director of the Educational Staff 
Seminar. He will succeed Dr. Norman Drachler, the original 
director of the Institute, who will become visiting professor 
at Stanford University engaging in a study of educational problems 
in six U.S. cities. 

Prior to Joining the university. Dr. Halperin was deputy 
assistant secretary for legislation of the Department of Health, 
Education, and V^felfare for three years. Earlier he served in the 
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EDUCATIONAL LEADERSHIP AT GV/U 

U.S. Office of Education as assistant commissioner of education 
for legislation and as director of the Office of Legislation and 
Congressional Relations. Dr. Halperin has also worked as consul¬ 
tant to the U.S. Senate Subcommittee on Education, Committee on 
Labor and Public V/elfare; as research assistant on the House 
Committee on Lducation and Labor; and as legislative assistant 
to the Hon. Cleveland M. Bailey, U.S. House of Representatives. In 
addition he has been consultant to the U.S. Senate Subcommittee on 
Reorganization, Research and International Organizations, 1970 to 1973 

A member of Phi Beta Kappa, Dr. Halperin earned his doctorate 
in political science at Washington University. lie taught at 
\.'ayne State University, American University, Teachers College, 
Columbia University, and has been guest lecturer at Harvard,the 
University of California (Berkeley), Ohio State, Claremont 
(California), and at the Robert A. Taft Institute of Government 
at Yale. He is currently a lecturer in educational policy at 
the Duke University Institute of Policy Sciences and Public 
Affairs. 

Among his many av/ards are Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare Superior Service Awards (I 96 M and 1967) and a 
Distinguished Service Award (I 968 ). He is a mem.ber of the 
Visiting Committee of the Harvard Graduate School of Education. 

Author of the book, The Political World of American Zionism , 
he has written extensively in the fields of political and social 
sciences and education. He is a frequent contributor to scholarly 
J ournals. 

He is married to the former Marlene Epstein. Dr. and Mrs. 
Halperin have 2 children, Elan and Deena. Dr. and Mrs. Halperin 
are residents of the District of Columbia.

Washington, D.C. — Sonya A. 0,uitslund, an assistant professor 
of religion at The George Washington University since 1967, has 
been awarded a 1974-75 Underwood Fellowship by the Danforth Foun¬ 
dation. The fellowships are given annually to faculty members, 
administrators, parish clergy, and campus ministers who are vjorklng 
to develop closer relationships between educational leaders and 
clergymen who serve the academic community. 

Professor Quitslund's fellowship is for a research project in 
Israel during the summer of 1975. She will investigate the biblical 
image of woman and the relationship of women to men in the period 
of the Judges 1250 B.C. to 1000 B.C., in an effort to determ.lne ' .• 
the origin of woman's image in that period. Subsequently, she will 
relate her conclusions to the contemporary concerns of women who 
are active in the Judeo-Chrlstian tradition.

BELINKOV MEMORIAL BOOK COLLECTION TO BE DEDICATED 
WASHINGTON, D.C. -- The Bellnkov Memorial Book Collection 
will be dedicated in ceremonies at The George Washington University 
on Saturday, May 11, at 5:30 p.m, in the University Library, Room 
626 . 

Mrs. Arkady Bellnkov, widow of the noted Soviet Literary critic 
and writer, will place the first books on the shelves, following 
a welcome from the chairman of the GVJU Department of Slavic 
Languages and Literatures Charles A. Moser. This will be followed 
by book donations from, authors of contemporary books in Russian 
literary criticism, belles lettres, and works related to the contem¬ 
porary Russian scene, both Soviet and emigre^. The collection will 
be housed in the Department of Slavic Languages and Literatures. 

Professor Victor Erlich, professor of Russian literature at 
Yale, who was a great personal friend and admirer of Bellnkov, and 
who was chairman of the department of Russian when Bellnkov came 
to Yale in 1968, as professor of Russian literature, will make brief 
remarks. 

Arkady Bellnkov (1921 to 1970) and his wife Natalie left the 
Soviet Union and came to the United States in 1968 where they found 
positions at Yale University. In the months left to him in the VJest 
before his health, undermined by years of imprisonment in Soviet 
camps, failed for the last time, Bellnkov traveled to a

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number of American universities in an effort to communicate some¬ 
thing of the reality of Soviet life to western audiences. He 
spoke at George Washington in the spring of 1969 on the subject 
of the Soviet intellectuals and the prison camp systems in the 
USSR. After his death the Department of Slavic Languages and 
Literatures at George Washington decided to institute a series 
of Bellnkov Memorial Lectures which are given in the spring. 
Recently the department decided to establish the Bellnkov 
Memorial Book Collection for the same purpose as the lectures, 

to pay honor to an outstanding individual. 

As now conceived, the collection will concentrate on those 
areas of intellectual and literary concern which most Interested 
Arkady Bellnkov; the suppressed writers of the Soviet Union from 
the early decades to the present; the dissident movement of the 
1960’s and 1970 ’s of which he was a part; literary criticism; 
and the role of the intellectual and literary emigration. 

Since the author's interests were wide ranging, the areas the 
collection may include will be correspondingly broad. Books 
and other materials will be acquired as funds permit. The 
department will also welcome donations to the collection.

on TO serve AS COORDINATING CENTER FOR NATIONAL STUDY OP 
EFFECTS OF EXERCISE ON HEART PATIENTS 


Washington, D.C. —The George V/ashington University Medical 
Center is serving as the Coordinating Center for a national study 

on the effects of controlled physical activity on men recovering 
from heart attacks. 

In addition, GW is one of four university medical centers 
that are collecting information for the five-year study to 
determine the effects of a regular program of physical exercise 
on the rehabilitative outcome of men between the ages of 30 and 
64 with healed myocardial infarctions. 

The Coordinating Center, under the direction of Dr. John 
Naughton, will provide operational guidance for the participating 
universities and will serve as a collection and evaluation center 
for the information resulting from the studies. Universities 
Involved in this collaborative project are the University of 
Alabama, Birmingham; Case Vvestern Reserve University, Cleveland, 
Ohio, Emory University, Atlanta, Georgia- and The George Washington 
University, V/ashington,D.C. 

Medical teams from each of the participating universities 
will evaluate men who have suffered heart attacks within the 
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12 months prior to volunteering for the study. After each 
volunteer undergoes a medical examination, which includes a 
comprehensive medical history and physical examination, a behavioral 
questionnaire, chest x-ray, resting electrocardiogram, pulmonary 
function studies, and an exercise stress test, he will be asked to 
take part in a six-week program of supervised exercise. 

After the initial six-week period, the men will be divided 
by random selection into two groups; one group will continue a 
regular program of supervised exercise; the other group v/ill be 
told to maintain their routine level of physical activities. All 
exercise testing and exercise programs will be conducted under the 
supervision of trained medical personnel. To participate, 
volunteers must be willing to be placed in either group. Partic¬ 
ipants will be Involved in the study for a three-year period, 
during which time each man will receive periodic evaluations of 
his physical condition. 

Directors at the collaborating universities are Dr. Albert 
Oberman, University of Alabama* Dr. Charles Gilbert, Emory 
University; Dr. Herman Hellersteln, Case Western Reserve University; 
and Dr. Patrick Gorman, The George V/ashlngton University.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The George V/ashington University Medical 
Center is serving as the Coordinating Center for a national study 
on the effects of controlled physical activity on men recovering 
from heart attacks. 

In addition, GW is one of four university medical centers 
that are collecting information for the five-year study to 
determine the effects of a regular program of physical exercise 
on the rehabilitative outcom.e of men between the ages of 30 and 
64 with healed myocardial Infarctions. 

The Coordinating Center, under the direction of Dr. John 
Naughton, will provide operational guidance for the participating 
universities and will serve as a collection and evaluation center 
for the information resulting from the studies. Universities 
Involved in this collaborative project are the University of 
Alabama, Birmingham; Case Western Reserve University, Cleveland, 
Ohio; Emory University, Atlanta, Georgia, and The George 
V/ashington University, Washington, D.C. 

Medical teams from each of the participating universities 
will evaluate men who have suffered heart attacks within the 
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12 months prior to volunteering for the study. After each 
volunteer undergoes a medical examination, which includes a 
comprehensive medical history and physical examination, a behavioral 
questionnaire, chest x-ray, resting electrocardiogram, pulmonary 
function studies, and an exercise stress test, he will be asked to 
take part in a six-week program of supervised exercise. 

After the initial six-week period, the men will be divided 
by random selection into two groups: one group will continue a 
regular program of supervised exercise, the other group will be 
told to maintain their routine level of physical activities. All 
exercise testing and exercise programs will be conducted under the 
supervision of trained medical personnel. To participate 
volunteers must be v;llling to be placed in either group. Partic- 
Ipants will be involved in the study for a three—year period, 
during vjhich time each man will receive periodic evaluations of 


his physical condition. 

The study is supported in part by a five-year grant from 
the Social and Rehabilitation Service of the U.S. Department of 


Health, Education, and VTelfare.

NATIONAL SCIENCE FOUNDATION RENEWS GRANT TO GWU PROJECT 

WASHINGTON, D.C.-- The National Research and Development 
Assessment Program of the National Science Foundation has awarded 
a second grant, totaling $265,000, to The George Washington 
University for further support of the Innovation Information and 
Analysis Project. 

The Innovation Information and Analysis Project was established 
in January 1973 by the first grant from the new R&D Assessment 
Program at the National Science Foundation. The project was 
founded as a resource for NSF, to develop a system to collect, 
analyze, abstract, and distribute information in a wide variety of 
areas relating to technological innovation, its socio-economic 
effects, and public policy implications. 

In its first year, the project has compiled more than 6,000 
selected books, papers and reports on fields ranging from economics 
and lav; to engineering management and psychology. From these 
sources, more than 1,200 detailed structured abstracts have been 
compiled and prepared. Besides answering requests for Information 
from NSF, the project has filled requests from organizations and 
individuals in government and the private research community. These 
services will be expanded in the project's second year. 

The project, directed by V/esley L. Tennant, is part of GWU's 
Program of Policy Studies in Science and Technology. Louis H. Mayo, 
university vice president for policy studies and special projects, 
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leads the Program.
